The Hobart School Board ap- 
proved a recommendation by 
the HHS School Improvement 
Process (SIP) local require- 
ments team March 2 that the 
second year physical education 
requirement at HHS be 
dropped. 

The state of Indiana requires 
one year of physical education 
towards graduation, but HHS 
had been requiring two years. 
The change will take effect dur- 
ing the 1989-90 school year and 
it will begin with incoming fresh- 
men. 

Before coming to the board, 
the SIP team, chaired by Mrs. 
Rosalind Howell, guidance di- 
rector, surveyed present high 
school students, their parents, 
current eighth graders and their 



parents who attended an orien- 
tation meeting, as well as HHS 
faculty. 

The surveys revealed a prefer- 
ence for the one-year require- 
ment, and students who would 
like more physical education will 
be able to take a second year as 
an elective. Overall, many stu- 
dents and their parents felt that 
the additional physical educa- 
tion requirement hurt students 
trying to take academic courses. 

Although the recommenda- 
tion was unanimously approved, 
the request will be reviewed af- 
ter a year and it was approved 
with the understanding that no 
additional teachers will be hired.

Mr. Tom Workman, social studies teacher, was 
named the HHS outstanding teacher for the school year. 

Mr. Workman has been a teacher for 21 years, and 
20 of those years have been spent with Hobart schools.

Hobart Teacher 
Dies 

Mr. Robert Johnson, an HHS teacher who had been 
on sick leave since early in the 1987-88 school year, died 
Feb. 17, 1989. Mr. Johnson was a psychology, social stud- 
ies, and English teacher for over 20 years. More recently, 
he sponsored an Astronomy club for students and often in- 
vited club members to his home for star gazing. 

Mr. Johnson was a past president of the Hobart 
Teachers Association and in 1972 he was an unsuccessful 
candidate in the Democratic primary for U.S. Representa- 
tive. He officiated at many swimming and volleyball events 
for the Indiana High School Athletic Association, and su- 
pervised the men’s basketball league and women’s softball 
and volleyball leagues for the Burns Harbor Athletic Asso- 
ciation. 

Speaking of Mr. Johnson, Miss Gail Schrader, Science 
teacher, said, “Mr. Johnson was a true intellect. My memo- 
ry of him will always be sitting in the teachers lounge read- 
ing ‘Psychology Today,’ ‘Astronomy,’ ‘Scientific Ameri- 
can,’ and similar magazines. I will truly miss his viewpoint 
in life and the world in general.” 

At the time of his death, Mr. Johnson was 52. He had 
been suffering from a malignant brain tumor. Funeral ser- 
vices were held Feb. 21 at St. Andrew’s Episcopal Church 
in Valparaiso where Mr. Johnson and his family resided.

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Effort of 
Good Will 

Three California grey whales cap- 
tured the attention of the world in Octo- 
ber of 1988. As winter approached the 
arctic, the whales were trapped in the 
freezing water en route California. 

Local efforts were first made to 
keep breathing holes open for the three 
whales. For the mammals to survive 
though, a path to the sea would have to 
be cleared. The coalition of environmen- 
talists, oil company officials, Eskimo 
whalers and the Alaskan National 
Guard all came to the rescue. Eventual- 
ly, the whales were led to open sea by 
breathing holes in the ice. Two of the 
three whales survived the ordeal. 

In an effort of good will, many peo- 
ple and nations came together to help. 




Summit Reached 

1988 was characterized by several 
ground breaking summits between So- 
viet leader Mikhail Gorbachev and Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan. 

In May, President Reagan visited 
Moscow, where he and Gorbachev 
signed nine agreements with two per- 
taining to arms control. Reagan also em- 
phasized issues of human rights while in 
Moscow. 

In December, Gorbachev visited 
the United States and addressed the 
United Nations. He promised to trim 
500,000 men and 10,000 tanks from the 
Soviet armed forces. His visit ended 
quickly when an earthquake hit Soviet 
Armenia. This was the first time since 
World War II that the Soviet Union ac- 
cepted disaster relief from the United 
States. 
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Since the beginning of summer in 
1988 the worst fires in several centuries 
ravaged over a million acres of Yellows- 
tone National Park. 

The blame for the catastrophe has 
been put on several forces. The govern- 
ment was following a policy of a natural 
burn theory. The Park Service has al- 
lowed natural fires, as those caused by 
lightning to burn their course as long as 
humans or private property are not 
threatened. 

Another factor in the continuence 
of the forest fire has been the effects of 
natural forces. Hot weather, high winds 
and summer drought have been causes. 

Half of Yellowstone’s acres had 
been charred as had land in surrounding 
states.
